Section 20 prorides-for the' appropriation 
of the whole Gorernmeilt guarantee of J63000 
per tniloj to any part of 'tho work— including 
tlnj.yjct.oria Kridgn, formerly excluded there- 
from^ T|ui. Section, virtually repeals thq re- 
atrictiW of ;G30OG per mite, and allows the 
whole guarantee to be riven to a small portion 

Section 22 gives them a general charter to 
make nny Hallway they may desire to, without 
complying with the ordinary rule? required of 
other cdrporalion*;. thereby enabling them to 
twenty any other company (hat may be formed. 
Ta!(c about railway legislation twelve montln 
ago,— this way* of doing it eclipses everything 
heretofore conceived or imagined. 

Section 26 delegates powers completely out 

of all character, and allows themjlo seize upon 

any man's property they may want for tempo- 

* rary me, and also to take any building motcriul 

they may require, whether the owner in willing 

to dispose of it or not,— and at their own 
price, 'too! 

Section 30 provides thai if any person 
negtcct, for two years, to put in a claim for 
the laod over which the road passes, that the 
land is forfeited and the Company claim it as 
their own. Now, there are numerous circum- 
stances that might prevent an owner from ten- 
dering his claim, — either through abience — 
illness— 6r ignorance of the action of the 
company j but there "is no relief. Such arc a 
few of the provisions of the amendments to 
the Charter of this giant corporation. If this 
Company don't show Canada how to make a 
whistle out of a pig's tail yet, theu we do not 
possess the gift of prophecy.

The Franchise Act. 



A Hill to amend the Franchise Act, intro- 
duced by Mr, Bell, was received and read 
first time on Friday, the 27th ult« Section 1 
repeal*) the IaU paragraph of the first section 
of an act passed 16 Vic, chap. 153. 

Section 2 enacts that every male inhabitant 
in any County or Parish, " as the owner, lep- 
ant or occupant of real properly of the assess 1 
ed actual value of twenty pounds, or upwards, 
shall be entitled to vote at any Ktcction of a 
Member to reproeut the Electoral Division in 
which such Parish, Township, Town, Village 
or place, is included \ subject always to the 
provisions thereinafter made in Mm said Act.
